They shall not have to 
be elected every year, but shall remain in 
office until dismissed as abeve stated, 
Changes Made. 


Mr. Watkins presented his charter 
in January with the request that it 
lie on the table for several months in 
order that the public might have an 
opportunity to make suggestions. Ad- 
vantage was taken of this offer and 
many changes were made in the school 
provisions of the charter as originally 
drawn. In making these changes 
members of the Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation, members of the board of edu- 
cation and other school authorities of 
national prominence were consulted by 
a committee from the Atlanta League 
of Women Voters, and suggestions 
from all were written into the chare 
ter. The charter as revised was pre- 
sented and accepted at the council 
meeting, where it was decided to sub- 
mit the three charters to the people. 
No changes have been made since. 

It has been charged that the 30 per 
cent provision was put in the charter 
by Mr. Watkins ijate in order to catch 
voter. If an# one will refer to the 
Atlanta Constitution of Fagg po! Fhe 
in which was printed Mr. Wat ins’ 
charter as originally written, he will 
see that the 30 per cent provision. was 
included in that first charter. Mr. 
Watkins did discuss taking it out, but 
at the request of the board of the At- 
lanta League of Women Voters he 
agree to keep it in. 

The 30 per cent provision has been 
criticized as too much to give the 
schools, as that munificent sum (4 per. 
cent more than the other charters | 
give) given to the education of our 
children would cripple the other de- 
yartments of our.city government. It 
s to be supposed that advocates of 
the.composite charter throw out this 
criticism because they can find no 
other more serious objection to the 
Watkins-Atlanta plan, to cripplin 
the other departments,. advocates o 
the Watkins-Atlanta plan know that 
this will not be done.

Beyond this ‘point, wherein do they 
differ? 

Differences Pointed Out. 


The present charter gives 26 per 
cent of the city’s entire revenue to 
the schools, plus non-resident tuition 
fees, plus the state appropriation. 

The composite charter gives to the 
schools identically the same as the 
present charter. 

The Watkins charter gives to the 
schools 30 per cent of the city’s en- 
tire revenue, plus non-resident tuition 
fees, plus the state appropriation. 

Why does the Watkins charter give 
30 per cent? To catch votes. To 
play politics with the schools. To 
demagogue the people. Mr. Watkins 
started with 30 per cent excluding 
water works receipts. These are near- 
ly $1,000,000 per year. Then he 
changed his charter so as to include 
water receipts. And now some Wat- 
kins charter speakers are smugly tell- 
ing the people: 

“We've had 30 per cent in ours all 
along.” 

So they have, but not 30 per cent 
of the city’s entire revenue. The dif- 
ference being 30 per cent of water 
works receipts, or nearly $300,000 a 


year. 
Equitable Ratio. 

Twenty-six per cent of the city’s 
entire revenue was all the schools ask- 
ed last year. It then represented and 
now represents an equitable ratio for 
school support. It was submitted to 
thé people in the tax rate election 
and approved by them, last fall. It 
is more than the schools had ever re- 
ceived before. 

Too much cannot be spent for edu- 
cation, to be sure; but no rational 
citizen would demand starvation of 
other e-em to fatten the 
schools. must have policemen, 
and pay them a living wage. And 
firemen. And employees in all other 
departments. The whole public serv- 
ice cannot be crippled for the sake 
of the schools. 

The composite charter requires the 
board of education to provide free 
books in all city schols within three 
years. This provision was copied 
from the composite charter into the 
Watkins charter, after the composite 
eharter had been published. The 
present charter contains no such pro- 
vision. 

The composite charter requires all 
teachers who have rendered five years 
of continuous service to be placed on 
a permanent teachers’ roll, where they 
will not be subject to re-election once 
eac) year, as they are at _ present. 
This provision was likewise lifted from 
the composite charter into the Wat- 
kins charter, but was changed to pro- 
vide that teachers should be placed on 
the permanent roll after two years of 
continuous service. 

years is not enough to test a 
teacher’s qualifications. Such a rule 
inevitably would tend to throw out 
potentially good teachers, before they 
were able to demonstrate their fitness ; 
on the other hand, to load the perma- 
nent roll wtih numerous incompetent 
teachers whose unfitness developed af- 
ter two years. 

The composite charter committee 
did not stab blindly at this matter, 
withont thought. It consulted the 
highest educational authorities, who 
advised five years. o years may 
sound better to the demagocue, but 
our 8 Is are too vital to he made 
the victim of demagogie politics.

inent bas been treated with such lib- 
erality as the school deparimént, and 
the above figures Ought to prove to 
any impartial and unprejudiced mind 
that under the present torm of govern- 
ment the schoois will always be ade- 
quately and generously provided for. 
What the present form ot government 
has done for the schools is known 
to all, and it might be well for the 
school people to consider whether it 
would not be better and safer to sup- 
port a form of government that has 
always shown its solicitude for. our 
great school system and has always 
given proof of its watchful care and 
interest by providing such liberal ap- 
propriations for the extension and 
maintenance of the system, rather than 
to run off after some new and un- 
tried form of charter. Bear in mind, 
also, that the bond issue of four 
millions for schools was passed under 
our present charter. Think over these 
things, and hold fast to that which 
is good. Our present government will 
always accord and extend to our 
school department generous treatment 
and will always amply provide for 
its needs and requirements. 


Let us now make a brief reference 
to the system of administration, as 
provided in the present charter with 
the proposed amendments. 

We propose that the board of edu- 
cation shall comprise twelve members, 
one from each of the twelve wards, 
the new twelfth ward being included 
so as to take care of the Kirkw 
ed by the these members to be elect- 

e people, each ward nominat- 
ing in the primary its own member. 
We further propose that there shall 

no ex-officio members, thus sep- 
arating the school board from the 
mayor and council. We insist that 
every ward,and every section shall be 
represented in the administration of 
our great school system. Such would 
never be the case with the small 
board, or a large board for that mat- 
ter, elected from -the city. at large. 
This “city at large” ,idea would mean 
that certain sections would never have 
direct representation on the school 
board, and we insist that this is a 
wrong principle and not conduciyé to 
the wisest administration or the best 
results. 

The splendid men and women con- 
nected with our public school system 
are among our most intelligent and 
patriotic citizens, and the gfforts of 
some of these new charter advocatés 


and the various methods they have 


used, to becloud the issue and to cre- 
ate confusion as to the faeta, ought 
to be rebuked when the ballots are 
cast next Tuesday.

000,000 to the republic of Liberia, 
Hepresentative Charles R. Orisp, of 
Georgia, severely criticized republicans 
for advocating the measure, charging 
that the~tegislation set a rous 
precedent and that there is no ex- 
cuse for congress extending loans of. 
the kind at this time. 

The bill, which passed, was opposed 
by democratic members of. the house, 
headed by Representative Crisp, a 
“member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, who in behalf of the minority 
members’ of the committee filed a re- 
port against che measure. The Geor- 

delegation in a body voted against 
the legislation. 
_ In jeading the fight for the opposi- 
tion, Judge Crisp detlared the govern- 
ment of the United States was neither 
legally or morally bound to negotiate 
a loan with the republic of Liberia, 
which repubiicans claimed was au- 
thorized under the third hberty loan 
act. Discussing the history of the mill,

“It is conceded that there is now 
no legal authority .for the United |

Lewis Starts Fast. 

Lewis began the fight with a rush, 
apparently trying to sweep the French- 
man into a defensive position. But 
Carpentier locked Lewis’ arms and the 
referee ordered them to break. 

Lewis then sent a couple of light 
lefts to the face and then shot over 
his right.. Carpentier did not appear 
to be bothered by the blows. 

Lewis was working at top speed 
with the obvious object of moving too 
rapidly to be. caught by Carpentier’s 
deadly right. Again they clinched and 
the referee broke them, warning both 
fighters. Almost immediately they 
went into a third embrace and after 
this break the ktockeut plunked 
against Ted Kid’s unprotected jaw 
flopping him ¢old on the canvas.

The quick and decisive defeat of 
Ted (Kid) Lewis made two things 
very plain to Atlanta followers of 
things fistic. The first is that Brit- 
ons are mighty poor losers in matters 
pugilistic, and the second is that 
Georges Carpentier is probably the 
greatest pugilist of his poundage the 
world has ever known with the pos- 
sible exception of the lamented Bob 
Fitzsimmons. 

Both Carpentier and Lewis have 
appeared in Atlanta rings. Lewis is 
practical perfection as a boxer. In 
recent years he has added weight, 
and it is said, Kitting vower. He 
wus no set-up for any ordinary boxer 
weighing in at 175 pounds. 

One punch from Carpentier fin- 
ished him, just as one punch from 
Carpentier finished Cook and one 
punch from Carpentier finished Beck- 
ett and one punch from Carpentier 
sent Jack, Dempsey as close to dream- 
land asAhe great heavyweight cham- 
pion ever wants to be, or ever will 
be, until he is finally compelled to 
surrender his title. 

Carpentier is probably as dangerous 
2 hitter with his right hand as Fitz- 
simmons was with his left, and that 
says a whole lot. Ten more pounds 
of weight behind that right hand 
weuld have won the title for the 
Frenchman at Boyle’s Thirty Acres 
last summer. Anyone who saw the 
ficht or the fight pictures mill recog- 
nize that as gospel truth. 

Carpentier isn’t as good a fighter 
as Dempsey—not by exactly ten 
rounds. of avoirdunois, but despite his 
lack of poundage he is otherwise the 
greatest heavyweight in the world 
and is in all likelihood a better punch- 
er even than the mighty Jack.

THE “WHEN-WE-BUILD” BOOK. 


Some friends of ours who were 
about to build a house have not only 
the .co-operative bank account which 
they started the year before they were 
married to Wtaw on, but another sav- 
ings account which they regard as 
only less precious. 

This savings account is kept in a 
big scrap book and it is a savings ac- 
count of idens of every kind in re- 
gard to houses and gardens. 

A Savings Account of Ideas. 

‘They started this scrap book at the 
same time when they started the co- 
operative account, and they call it 
the “When-We-Build” book. 

This is the sort of thing that it con- 
tains: Plans and pictures of small 
houses, such as are published from 
time to time in Sunday supplements 
and magazines; ideas for economy and 
comfort clipped from similar sources; 
ideas for gardens and for landscaping 
small places. 

A Laundry Chute. 

Notes on all sorts of conveniences 
and attractive features which they 
have admired in the houses of friends. 
For instance, a laundry chute leading 
from the bathroom into a closet of 
the kitchen. A little door opening 
from behind the fireplace on to the 
cellar stairs, and thus avoiding the 
need to carry the wood through the 
kitchen .and hallway and across the 
living room. A trapdoor in the fire- 
place to let the ashes down through 
into an ash barrel] placed underneath 
for them. No thresholds on the down- 
stairs floors so that dirt can be swept 
into the kitchen, and a little trap- 
door there with an ash barrel 
beneath it. A chest of drawers built 
in against the eaves and with the low- 
er drawers extending into the 
eaves, thus utilizing what. would 
A bar in 
the closet instead of hooks, thus mak- 
ing it possible by the use of hangers 
to hang up twice as much as could 
go on the hooks. 

They Know the Market. 

Furthermore, the book is full of 
clippings of all sorts of advertisements 
of things that are to go into the house. 
Heating has a section all its own 
with the advertisements and book- 
lets (for which they have sent) of 
various kinds of heating. Plumbing 
has another section, woodwork an- 
other, electric fixtures another. 

All of which means that when these

Senator R. A. Dewar, of North 
Carolina, was a visitor in Atlanta 
yesterday, and called at The Cosisti- 
tution office to find out how the good 
roads movement was coming on im 
Georgia. ; 

Senatoy Dewar expressed surprise 
that there should be any opposition 


| to the good roads bond issue in this 


state, and talked enthusiastically 
about what North Carolina is doing 


“North Carolina,” he said, “float- 
ed her issye of $50,000,000 of road 
bonds at a time when the pessimists 
were howling that they could not be 
sold and that meney was too high. 
Twenty millions of those bonds have 
already been sold at 4 1-2 per cent, 
and only last week a New York 
broker wired for ten millions more at 
the same rate, and the highway come 
mission turned his offer down, bee 
lieving it could get cheaper money. 

“There was small opposition to 
the good roads bonds in North Car- 
olina. All sections and all fections 
regarded it as the sanest and safest 
method of building the state system 
of roads, and good roads is the tnak- 
ing of any section of the country.” 

Mr, Dewar said no sinking fund 
was provided for the retirement of 
the bond issue, as the legislature 
which passed the bill overwhelming- 
ly felt that the increase in property 
values would, within the 25 years’ 
life of the bonds, more than take 
care of the retirement. 

“Governor Morrisun. of North 
Carolina, is one of the strongest good 
roads advocates in the state. He 
worked ceaselessly for the passage of 
the legislation and has been one of 
the strongest factors in putting it 
across,” 

North Carolina followed the same 
plan as that proposed in Georgia in 
providing for her bonds to be retired 
by the automobile license fees and 
gasoline tax, and the people as a 
whole are solidly behind the legis- 
lature, according to Senator Dewar. 

Senator Dewar is a native Geow 
gian. In polities he is a republican. 
From 1912 to 1916 he was chairman 
of the progressive party in Georgia, 
and he is now president of the Fi- 
delity Fruit and Produce company of 
Atlanta, while he makes his home at 
Andrews, N. C.

GARRETTS REACH CITY 


Following conviction on charges of 
conspiracy to interfere with a federal 
prohibition officer, five men, C. M. 
Wadsworth, and four members of the 
Garrett family, William H., Napo- 
leon, Enoch and Alfred Garrett, 
of Columbus, arrived in Atlanta 
Thursday to begin serving their sen- 
tences in the Fulton tower and the 
federal pentitentiary.

New York, May 11.—Merger ot the Bethlehem and Lackawanna Steel 
pete arg two of the largest independent steel corporations ih the 
country, is annourfced by Moses Taylor, board chairman of the Lacka- 
wanna company, following a series of conferences between officials of 
the two concerns. 

News of the merger, which became known just before the stock mar- 
ket closed, gave Wall street a real thrill. Lackawanna Steel made a 
net gain of 7 points, closing at 63 3-4. There were 73 sales, total- 
ing 17,100 shares in the last hour, the largest sale of 1,400 shares being 
disposed ofiat 66, the top price and a new high record for the year. The 
previous high was 61. The day’s sales were 22,600 shares. 

There was less activity in Bethlehem Steel, which closed at 79, the 
top price and a net gain of 15.8 points. Of the day's trading of 11,000 
shares, 4,700 were disposed of in the final hour. Shares of the Republic 
Iron and Stee] company and the Midvale Steel company, the only stocks 
in addition to the Lackawanna, which were included in the proposed 
merger of seven independent stee] companies and traded in on the big 
’ board, also showed substantial gains, Republic showing a net gain of 3 
points and Midvale of 1 3-4. 

Thomas L. Chadbourne, who has been ‘handling the legal affairs in 
connection with the proposed merger of seven independent companies, 
declared that the withdrawal of the Lackawanna company would not 
cause an abandonment of the plans, which would be concluded on a six- 
company basis. In addition to the Republic and Midvale, these com- 
panies are the Youngstown Sheet and Tube, Brier Hill Steel company, 
Inland Steel company and the Steel ahd Tube Company of America. 

: Comes As Surprise. 

_. Directors of the Bethlehem and Lackawanna companies will hold 
meetings in their respective offices riext Tuesday to confirm the mer- 
ger, which is regarded as a foregone conclusion. 

On the same day the executives of the independent companies will 
meet with representatives of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., bankers, to arrange the 
financing of the independent merger, which will involve an exchange 
of securities and cash and the foundation of a new holding company 
or the enlargement of one of tle existing companies. 

Officials of the Bethlehem company, in a talk with newspaper men, 
declared that the Lackawanna purchase has absolutely no connection 
with the independent merger and he likewise denied the report that the 
Bethlehem corporation, after absorbing the Lackawanna, would unite 
with the others mentioned in the seven-company combination. 

The Bethlehem company has been the chief rival of the United 
States Steel corporation. It came into prominence during the war when, 
under the leadership of Charles M. Schwab, it handled hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in shell contracts. Its capitalization is $240,000,000, 
including the fenton debt.

Arrangements have been completed with railroad officials whereby @ 
sufficient number of cars will be at the disposal of the growers throughs 
out the season. The watermelon associations also have arranged with. 
the United States department of agriculture. and the state agricultural 
department to provide daily reports covering marketing centers. 
Through this service, the farmers will be in a position to make sales and 
shipments to markets offering best prices. In the past, congestion at 
several market cities has resulted in growers suffering large losses. 
Since last summer, the associations have stressed the importance 
of reducing watermelon acreage in.order that the quality of the melon 
raised might be improved. The bulletin of Thursday, however, pre; | 
pared by Z. R. Pettet, agricultural statistician, and Dixon Merritt, as- 
sistant, asserts that with “an average yield, Georgia this season will | 
produce enough commercial watermelons to put one in every home in” 
the United States, leaving enough of the non-commercial kind to feed 
the homefolks, hogs and honey bees.” The statisticians are of the 
opinion that despite preliminary plans for the season, the growers will 
experience difficulty in finding markets. ei 
“The increase in acreage is accounted for not only by increased : 
acreage in the old watermelon districts but by a tremendous expansion 
of the watermelon industry into new areas,” the bulletin continuem 
“Formerly, the bulk of the watermelons were grown in an irregular bel 
running from Grady and Lowndes counties, on the Florida lines, to Jones’ 


area in the southeast. This year, the wafermelon area covers practically 
all of the state south and east of Atlanta.

advocate .the charter of his choice, 
without question, ‘and. whether he in- 
tends to seek office again or not, 1s 
not a matter for debate at this time. 
“RB. The rights of the people wi 
relation to public utilities are amply 
tected under all three charters: 
tes for service cannot be regulated 
under any of the plans, and there is 
no ibility of lower rates except by 
action of the state railroad commis- 
sion. If there ghould be a misuse 
of influence by the utilities, the two 
progressive charters offer equal safe- 
guards because of the small legisla- 
tive bodies and the equally definite 
responsibility attached to them, The 
utilities are therefore not parties to 
this issue, 
“Q, The statement that the ciyt 
manager plan is an experiment in 
government and that it has’ not been 
tried in cities of Atlanta’s class is 
not correct.

“KE. The claim that Mr. Watkins 
‘lifted’ certain sections of the com- 
posite charter does not affect the 
merits of the Atlanta plan. If it has 
any bearing at all, it should make 
the Atlanta plan that much more ac- 
ceptable to the composite forces, 

“FEF. The invitations back and 
forth to Messrs. Watkins and Willett 
to come into the other camp are of' 
course meaningless..
